A Garnivorous Plant 


Flowers are Prized for Decorative 
Purposes 


The pitcher plant is one ofthe 
freaks of. plant life.’ It grows in 
swampy lands, and is well known in 
Canada. Fhe flowers,. touched with 
beautiful, @zlicate tints, are prized 
for decorative purposes. But the 
wonder of the pitcher plant is its 
leaves, They are green, water-hola- 
ing pitchers, beautiiully veined with 
red and purple, with considerable 
variation in form, .During — rainfalls 
they are filled with water. This 
largely evaporates, leaving the _ re- 
ceptacle half full. Externally these 
cups are smooth, while internally 
{they are lined with fine bristles 
pointing downward. There is also a 
sticky, sugary sort of semi-ffuid sub- 
stance to be found around the inner 
margin of the bowl or pitcher. This 
arrangement not only attracts a large 
number of: tiny insects, but they are 
so cager to feed on the sugary sub- 
stance that not a few tumble into the 
water below and die there. | They 
cannot fly out, for the lines of flight 
would be practically vertical, while 
hundreds of ‘little - bristles confront- 


ing them prevent escape over the 
surface by walking out. Many _ be- 
{lieve that the plane, through its 


leaves, absorbs the digestive parts of 
these insects, and that they thus con- 
tribute to ‘its nutrition; in other 
words, that the pitcher plant to this 
extent is one of the carnivores of the 
vegetable kingdom.

for Their Wool .of Pure 
White Fibre 
The history of the Dorset sheep 
extends well over 200 years, possibly 
as long as that of any of the recog- 
nized pure breeds. Their home, as 


the name indicates, is Dorsetshire, in 
the southwestern part of England. 
Somersctshire and the Isle of Wight 
have also done their part in bringing 
this popular breed to its present state 
of perfection, This breed is known 
by the name ‘of Dorset Horns in 
Britain, no doubt to distinguish — it 
from the Dorset Down, an. English 
breed of Hampshire-Southdoyyn. foun- 
dation. The chief characteristics of 
the Dorset breed are the production 
of carly’ lambs and wool of pure 
white fibre. -They are credited «by 
well-known wool merclrants as being 
the only breed of sheep in Canada 
that produces wool without black 
fibres in the flecce. 

The Dorset. surpasses all other 
breeds in breeding qualities by pro- 
ducing more lambs in a given: time 
and. nursing them. well. In weight 
they compare very favorably .with 
the Shropshire, but are — slightly 
heavier if anything. About 1885 the 
first Dorsets were imported into Can- 
ada, and about two years: later they

A decrease in the number of’ noxi- 
ous weeds on Manitoba farms is-in- 
dicated in reverts made by recves 
and councillors of rural municipalities 
to the weeds commission. It is ‘cven 
beginning-to look possible to gct en- 
tirely rid. of the costly nuisance, In 
the Red River Valley, Wm. Bedford, 
hairman of the commission, glaims 
that within the past three years the 
fertility of. the farms has increased 25 
per cent. as a result of systematic, 
organized war on weeds.

er sections abandoned as unprofitable |- 


on account of\weeds have been clean- 
ed up and restored to the asscts col- 
umn of provincial resources. 

The aim of the commission is the 
suppression and ultimate climination 
of all noxious weeds in the province. 
These include -the very noxious 
which spread their sceds to adjoin- 
ing lands (the thistles and tumble 
mustard) and all other noxious

The inspec- 
tors have authority to order the 
thistles to be cut down but not the.

Weed inspectors are appointed by 
municipalities and, though the com- 
mission has no power: to remove 
these agents, they have power to 
prosecute them for neglect of duty

Yet, if we look about Canada _to- 
day and seck out the individual who 
has done most to promote wealth in 
Canada, would we be faf amiss _in 
naming Dr. Saunders, the man who 
gave Marquis wheat to the nation 
and the world?

We have not the time 
to tell the story of a life of devotion 
to scientific agriculture, but we do 
know that from the commercial or 
financial standpoint this one student 
of scientific farming has done more 
for Canada than many captains of in- 
dustry, or great railway builders or 
kings of finance, or statesmen, All 
the money spent in Canada for scien- 
tific agricultural education has been 
worth while if we could point to no 
other product of our agricultural col-
